Another season of winter sports is 
just around the corner and the Edmonton 
Arena is still the same old fire trap it was 
last spring. 

When the hockey play-offs attracted 
thousands of patrons to that building at 
the end of the season and emphasized the 
hazards of overcrowding, the pathetic 
condition of the ill-lighted parking spaces 
and the general atmosphere of confusion 
and chaos, a lusty protest went up from 
every sports fan in the city. 

Whereupon the directors of the Exhi- 
bition Association promptly issued grand- 
jose plans for an addition to provide a 
greater seating capacity, for illuminated 
parking space and other essential improve- 
ments, 

These plans appeared so satisfactory 
that many who had complained, including 
The Edmonton Bulletin, went into a dance 
of delight and turned a lukewarm shoul- 
der to another sports arena project in the 
limelight just then on the ground that one 
sports arena, if properly managed and 
enlarged, was quite enough. 

But spring went by and summer went 
by and autumn is here again and the 
Arena remains exactly as it was when the 
last hockey goal was scored. 

The Arena is the same old Arena, the 
parking space is the same old muddy and 
rutted patch of darkness and the fine 
plans of the Exhibition Association appear 
to have been the same old hooey. 

It may be quite true, as alleged, that 
steel and materials have not been available 


for the structural extensions planned. 
However, other structural projects in Ed- 
monton seem to have gane along quite 
merrily. 

But nothing on earth need have pre- 
vented the Exhibition Association from 
building decent parking lots and supplying 
them with adequate lighting so that pat- 
rons would not have to grope around for 
their cars and so that exit lanes could be 
cleared quickly and efficiently after each 
game, 

Nothing on earth need have prevented 
the directors from making whatever inter- 
nal alterations are necessary to obviate the 
dangerous practice of seating the public 
in aisles, 

Nothing on earth need have prevented 
the laying down of plans to utilize all the 
exits and entrances, to expedite ushering 
and taking of tickets and to keep parking 
lot attendants on the job until the final 
crush was over, 

But hockey practices are already 
begun and evidently none of these things 
has been done. 

Conditions last season were intoler- 
able. 

Do they have to be intolerable again? 

Is there any reason why the Exhibi- 
tion Association cannot do some last min- 
ute tinkering and planning so that if Ed- 
monton fans cannot have the building 
they were promised, they can at least have 
relief from parking confusion and from 
that outrageously hazardous overcrowding 
that is a threat to human life?

It is time that the state took 
over the control of matrimony; 
a license to marry must imply 
moré than a source of revenue, 
It should aim at controlling the 
marriage of irresponsible men 
and women, also Impose a de- 
cent delay between license and 
ceremony.

To allow immature men and

side before nine o'clock, One 
sturdy little fellow was snap- 
ping out military commands, A 
laughing but snappy squad was 
going through foot drill quite 
as smartly as real soldiers used 
to do in my day, 

The military tinge in the 1n- 
dian boys’ schoolyard games is 
due, of course, to proximity to 
the army camp, which is just a 
stone's throw away. 

I chatted a few minutes with 
Mrs. Lee, wife of the Reverend 
Harold Lee, who runs the school, 
Her face clouded a bit, I thought, 
when I asked her how they paid 
for the upkeep of the Indian 
youngsters at the boarding 
school, 

“The Canadian government 
pays for the day pupils,” she 
said, “But we have to depend on 
voluntary contributions for the 
board of those whose parenis 
can't pay in full.” 

They are a Christian non- 
denominational organization, and 
from what I hear in these parts 
very highly respected.

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


By Dewitt Mackenzie 


What basis, if any, can there be 
for the view held by some that 
there is bound to be war between 
Russia and the United States 
eventually and that therefore 
Washington would be wise to 
strike now and not give the Rus- 
sidhs a chance to build up 
strength? 

From my standpoint there is no 
foundation whatsoever. 1 don't 
believe that a shooting war be- 
tween the two powers is inevyit- 
able, 

As a matter of fact, there is no 
indication that there is any re- 
sponsible American executive, 
governmental or military, who 
has the slightest thought of pre- 
cipitating a conflict. On the con- 
trary, my information {s that the 
policy is to hold Communist ag- 
gression where it now is while the 
democracies are rehabilitated and 
so gain strength which will put 
them out of danger. 

The policy of the western pow- 
ers is to be firm and not allow 
themselves to be pushed around 
They have no intention, for ex- 
ample, of allowing the Russians 
to bully them out of Berlin—or 
out of any other place. 


But if there is any overt act 
committed with the idea of pre-e 
cipitating war, it’s going to be 
perpetrated by the other fellow 
and not by the democracies, 

Actually time is rumning in 
favor of the western allies, The 
Communist offensive is being 
held along the Stettin-Adriatie 
line which it reached long ago 
through Central Europe, 

Meanwhile, rehabilitation of 
the western part of the continent 
is moving apace, thanks largely 
to the Marshall plan, This eco- 
nomic betterment means greater 
military security, and it is giving 
4 real lift to the morale of the 
countries hard hit by the late 
war. 

It is obvious that Russia in- 
tends to take calculated risks in 
her efforts to overrun Western 
Europe, She has been daring 
greatly and may be expected to 
continue to do. 80, 

However, the consensus of close 
observers is that Moscow does 
not want war now and has no 
intention of going far enough to 
precipitate it,

Evidently the law frowns on commercial canning of wild| 


game, but there is no reason in the wide, wide world why! 


surplus game may not be home-canned for winter use. 


So don't shudder when husband 
dons the faded mackinaw, hob 
nailed boots and disreputable 
hunting cap... he’s really only 
“bringing home the bacon”. 

Here are some of our favorite 
recipes for making the most of 
the hunting season: 

RULES FOR COOKING WILD 
FOWL 


Never scald before plucking, 
Since wild fowl live mostly on 


a vegetable diet their flesh con-| 


tains very little fat, Therefore it 
is necessary to arrange strips of 
bacon or salt pork over the breasts 
or grease the breasts in order to 
insure good cooking. 

Game birds should rot be cooked 
too soon after killing, Allow birds 
to hang at least a week in cool 
weather, Draw birds before hang- 
ing. 

Dark-skinned birds should be 
cooked rare. Those with light skins 
should be cooked well done,

ROAST GROUSE 
Prepare bird for roasting and 
cover the breast with strips of 
fat salt pork or bacon, Roast, un- 
covered, in a hot oven—475 deg.

Few things are comparable to the cruelty with which
